Planning Commission Report 

At a recent meeting of the City Council, Robert Pool- 
man, chairman of the Planning Commission, presented 
the commission’s study on the proposed Civic Center. 

From the facts presented in the report and from 
attendance at all of the public airings in preparation for 
the report, it is easy to see that literally thousands of hours 
were involved by a goodly number of people In Its prepara¬ 
tion. Every facet of the proposed center has been studied 
and the Commission must be credited with a commendable 
presentation and the City is indeed indebted to Aiese men 
for thie time and energy involved in the in-depth end 
result of their work. 

The Commissioners were asked, early in the report 
to expedite their study and the Commissioners, we felt, 
agreed with the need for early action and the crying need j-jor 
for a decent facility for our city, and they tackled the pro¬ 
ject with gusto. The final results, we believe, is indicative 
of the dedication of the Commissioners to their assign¬ 
ment. 

Now comes the stalemate! Last year’s Capital Im¬ 
provements Committee of the City Council consisting of 
Couricilwoman Maddox and Councilman Wagner, In their 
recommendations for capital Improvement came up with 
a report that the City should give the Library a windfall 
amount in budget year 1966-67, youth center in 1967-68 and 
finally the proposed Civic Center in 1968-69. On the. sur¬ 
face this may seem logical to one and all — BUT — let’s 
look again. 

Our City employees are working in a building that 
must be looked, upon as a “fire-trap” in every sense of the 
word, the police are cramped in quarters so tight that 
they can not operate with any semblance of efficiency 
and order. Even though badly understaffed, they are 
cramped and crowded to a most ridiculous degree.
